An order to deport Mrs. Pietz was 
issued three weeks ago against her, un- 
der the name of Emma Plechinger, by 
which she nas also been known, on the 
ground that she entered the United 
States under false. pretenses, She was 
charged with representing herself as 
the wife of Kahlman Bach when she 
came here, Bach is her brether-in-law, 

After obtaining a license Wednesday 
to marry, Nicoloff and Mrs, Pietz 
went to the office of her attorneys, 
Stein & Wolff, and began telephoning 
for a justice of the peace to come and 
marry them. There was some delay 
sbout this, and before a justice had 
been summoned an order was received 
from Immigration Commissioner Dunn's 
office to produce Mrs. Pietz there forth- 
with, or that her bond wquid be for- 
feited.

Ryan made the ———— —— the 
charter at a meeting Wednesday even- 
ing. of the Women’s Trades Union 
League at Self Culture Hall) He in- 
troduced a resolution opposing the char- 
ter, which was adopted after he had 
spoken in favor. of it. 

“The charter was designed in behalf 
of the special interests,"" Ryan _ said, 
“and the interests of the people were 
ignored. Their only direct demand, that 
the initiative and referendum be in- 
cluded, was ignored. The politicians are 
going to stuff the ballot boxes at the 
election, and are going to put the char- 
ter through at any cost. Every woman 
here should urge her husband and fa- 
ther and brothers to vcete against it.’’ 

Members of the Board of Freeholders 
ridiculed Ryan’s statements as on a par 
with the report circulated recently that 
a $100,000 slush fund had been raised to 
put the charter through. They said no 
corporation manifested interest in it. 

William Marion Reedy, a member of 
the Missouri Direct Legislation League, 
opposed the charter editorially in the 
Mirror last week, but in the issue 
Thursday, under the caption ‘I Drop 
the Hammer,” he comes out strongly in 
favor of it.

So far as my in- 
fluence’ may go. he shall continue to 
be' secretary of the Exchange, but the 
new board may outline what his duties 
shall be and may revise the working 
system of his office in the interest of 
economy.

Would Break if Potter’s 
Field Swallows It, 


SHE IS SEEKING’ HELP 


Mother Awoke in Early Morn- 
ing Tuesday to Find Little One 
Dead at Her Side. 


Mrs. Lena Smith of 914 North Bight- 
eenth street wonders if there are not 
enough sympathetic mothers of living 
babies in St. Louis to help her save 
her dead baby from potters field. 

Mrs. Smith awoke at 1:3 Tuesday 
morning in the one room which has been 
her home since her husband deserted 
her four months ago, and her 8-weeks- 
old infant, Katherine, was dead by her 
side. She shrieked her grief and terror. 
Occupants ef other rooms came and 
looked, but it was only a dead baby, and 
the night was bitter cold, and they 
went back to their rooms. There was 
nothing to be done. 

The policeman on the beat heard about 
it and came. He called the wagon and 
the little corpse was taken to the 
morgue. The little mother had worked 
until two days before the baby was 
born, but now she was out of work and 
out of money and the neighbors agreed 
that it was a lucky thing that the baby 
had died, and lucky, also, that the city 
would assume the burden of burying it. 
All of which may have been good logic, 
‘and practical, but it took no account of 
the’heart of the mother. 

Yr She was penniless and without a rela- 
tive in this country except her recreant 
husband, and she did not know where 
her next meal was to come from, but 
she wanted her baby buried in cons- 
crated ground. After the inquest she 
went to an undertaker. . He told her it 
would cost $15 to put the tiny Katherine 
in a casket and take her out to the 
cemetery and bury her like other moth: 
er’'s babies are buried. He might as weli 
have said $16,000, since she did not have 
15 cents, but she went to the morgue 
and they told her there they would 
keep the little body a day or two, and 
now she is trying to get the $15 that 
will keep it from potter’s field. 

“She is all I have,” said Mrs. Smith 
Thursday, trying to repress the tears, 
when she came to the Post-Dispatch of. 
fice to tell of her plight, “and if she 
should be buried in potter’s field my 
heart would be broken always.”

Mr. Andreas Dippel, general manager of the 
Chicago-Philadelphia Grand Opera Company un- 
folded an interesting plan for the development 
ot American opera. We have in this country the 
greatest operatic forces in the' world—the 
Legace that money can command—yet,-as Mr. 
00! Dippel truly says, they are not our forces. They 
are exotic. They are developed in Europe and 
imported into this country along with Camem- 
bert and Roquefort cheese. Many American 
singers are making their mark in opera. The 
number of American stars is rapidly increasing. 
We are not Jacking in voices of the best quality. 
But the trained American operatic singer must 
come to us by way of Europe, with the Euro- 
pean schooling and the European brand of ex- 
celience. 

Mr. Dippel would change all this. He says it 
is impossible to make opera indigenous, to do- 
mesticate the, artistic prdduct and develop our 
own rich material without opera sung in our 
own language and produced by our ' own forces. 
He suggests in conjunction with the great New 
York Metropolitan company the organizing of 
choral and orchestral forces in each city., The 
principal singers, whether European or American 
will be collected by the central management, but 
available for common use. The central organi- 
gation will supply the stars and the Jocal or- 
ganization the supplementary forces. He gives 
g00d reasons for his plan. He says it will offer 
to the gifted youth of America the opportunity 
for discovery and training now enjoyed by the 
gifted youth of Europe. It will develop local 
talent. It will enable the cities where local 
operatic organizations shalj} be found, to enjoy 
long seasons of opera for the cost of the present 
Short seasons. It will keep a large part of the 
money expended for opera at home. 

Mr. Dippel’s idea is not new. A score of yedrs 

ago Mrs. Thurber organized the American Opera 
Company on similar lines for the same purpose. 
But conditions were then adverse, the American 
public was not ready for the experiment and the 
plans. were somewhat crude. Since then the 
music4toving public and the money available for 
opera have vastly increased. The popular de- 
mand for opera is indicated by the enormous 
sums expended for its enjoyment. The popular- 
ity of English opera is proven by the liberal sup- 
port of comparatively inferior companies offer- 
ing it. 
_ As 4 corrollary to Mr. Dippel’s attractive plan

Opposition for opposition’s sake seems to char- 
acterize not a little of such discussion ag the 
new charter hag had since the first syllabus of the 
document was put forth. While it was still “on 
the knees of the gods” and might be by them 
amended, as indeed it was,.I thought it advisable 
to point out some defects in the instrument, 

But the Freeholders have completed their work. 
The charter is given to the people. They will 
vote upon it at the end of this month, 

I do not see the use of further opposition. I 
wanted the initiative and the recall and a little 
more referendum, also the specific reservation of 
the city’s right to amend, alter or repeal any 
franchise-granting ordinance at any time. 

The Freeholders have embodied in the charter 
the principle of the recall. It is rather tentatively 
broug@ht tm, to be sure. but it is there and it 
marks a beginning of the application of the idea, 
it can extended, in future, if necessary, and 
that its application is to be surrounded with re- 
strictions making for difficulty is, perhaps, upon 
the whole, wise. We don’t want a recall election 
every six months, and we don’t want it easily in- 
voked by a too small percentage of the voters. 

We have the referendum on all franchises pro- 
vided for. This is, in fact, a very great advance. 
The referendum might have been automatic, but 
here again there is something to be said for the 
idea that a franchise grant palpably fair to the 
city-~-or as fair as we may reasonably expect in 
the present state of public opinion on that sub- 
ject—should be permitted to go into operation 
after a certain length of time without submission 
ty» the electorate. We had no referendum under 
the old eharter, on such subjects, and therefore, 
what we have secured, is worth acceptance in a 
spirit of sane compromise, 

The Freeholders {nserted the provision reserv- 
ing the right to amend, alter or repeal franchises 
at any time. This is a check upon all franchise 
abuses whenever the public feels strongly enough 
to demand such action upon the part of the city’s 
legislative assembly. 

No provision is made for the initiative of legis- 
lation by the people. This should have gone with 
the referendum, but the best lawyers in the city 
say that, under the State Constittuion, all mu- 
nicipal legislation must be enacted by at least one 
representative legislative body, and. this seems 
t» make the enactment of laws by direct popular 
voto Upon initiative petition and election, impos- 
sible. While this may not accord with my theory 
that the supreme power is vested in the people, 
it is a condition not to be escaped as the State 
and the city functions are constituted, and clamor- 
ing for what one cannot legally get, is a waste 
of good breath. 

There ig abundant provision in the new char- 
ter for the city’s taking over the public utilities 
when the time comes therefor, and this is some- 
thing for which radicals should be thankful to 
the point of acceptance, instead of so acting that 
the old charter shall remain in force, with no 
provision for such a thing, or for any of the 
things the radicals have sought. 

For my part, I am satisfied that the members 
of the Board of Freeholders—all of them—have 
acted in good faith. I have no sympathy with 
the outcry that the Big Cinch has raised a 
fund to put through the new charter, because the 
Big Cinch is certainly better off under the old 
dispensation than it would be under the new. 

Even if it be true that certain franchises are 
to expire shortly and that renewal of them ig to 
be sought, those franchise extensions will be sub- 
ject to the referendum to the people, under the 
new charter, which is not what the big business 
interests are yearning for. Indeed, barring the 
recognition of the sincerity of those who de- 
mand the initiative whether or no, and an auto- 
matic referendum on all legislation, and a recall 
based upon the petition of a small number of 
people and “at the drop of the hat,” I should say 
that if there were any fund anywhere for devo- 
tion to any purpose concerning the charter, it 
would be a fund to defeat the new instrument. 

One cannot get everything-one wants, in this 
world. Therefore, one takes what one can get. | 
when it is more and better than what one has 
had. I think that it would be unwise not to 
teke the reéall and the referendum that are 
given, because we don't get tKe initiative, especi- 
ally as we had none of these before. If the 
radical thought upon these -.subjects is as strong 
as some of, us think, I should say, first, that wo 
may secure State legislation to redress the de- 
fects as we see them in the new charter, and, sec- 
ond, that there is nothing to prevent our amend- 
ing the new charter later on. 

I am not keen for the abolition of the House 
of Delegates, but the House ef Delegates —* 
for the Board of Freeholders, knowing well

‘There should be an active and per- 
manent system of publicity,’’ says Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor Nagel 
in his annuak feport, “by which all im- 
portant industria] corporations engaged 
in interstate comnmmerce shall report to 
one Federal agency the essential facts 
of their business.’’ 

Under the corporation tax law ail cor- 
porations musi report the esseltia! facts 
of their business to the Secretary of 
the Treasury. Secretary Nagel’s own 
department has ample powers under the 
law to secure all the essential facts of 
their business and to require reports 
from industrial corporations engaged in 
interstate commerce. 

If there is no active and permanent 
system of puniicity the fault does not lic 
in the law, but in the policy of the ad- 
ministration. The President has entire 
discretion in the matter. He has chosen 
to practice a policy of executive secrecy. 
If he desires active publicity as to all 
corporations, Secretary Nagel should la- 
bor with Mr. Taft and prove to him how 
the present policy of the administration 
leads to discrimination and spying 
among corporations subject to his offi- 
celal discretion.

At his bedside at the time of death 
were his wife, his daughter, Miss Kath- 
erine Hikins, and. his two sons, Ste- 
phen B. and Blaine Elkins. 

The Senator had been feeling better 


for several days, but at 6 o'clock last 
hight suffered a relapse and. went into 
@ sinking spell, never regaining con- 
sciousness. 

Senator Elkins was born in Perry 
County, O., 69 years ago, or on Sept. 
2%, 1B41. He received his early education 
in the public schools of Missouri and 
at the University of Missouri, being 
graduated from that institution in 1869. 

Served on Missouri Frontier. 

Elkins served in the Union Army on 
iu@ Missouri frontier, rising to the rank 
of captain. Ha owed his ‘life to Cole 
Younger, a famous bandit. As Bilkins 
told the story, he was captured hy 
Quantrell, thé guerrilla leader, who or- 
dered him shot. Cole Younger, then in 
Quantrell’s command, took Elkins in 
the woods. to carry out Quantrell’s or- 
ders,
